and Michigan, down the 
Missis­ 
sippi river as far as the Ohio, and 
then whisked off toward the m id­ 
dle A tlantic seaboard. 
A t Garry 
and 
Bismark 
the therm om eter 
dropped suddenly to 17 degrees be­ 
low zero. 
A t Brainerd, Minn., it 
fell to 28 degrees below, freezing 
up tlic swamps and driving out the 
lum berm en. 
A boiling 
tempest 
raged on the great lakes, and snow 
blizzards blockaded travel in the 
N orthw estern States. 
Our picture 
of a Northern Pacific train snowed 
in on the Dakota prairies gives a 
striking hut unexaggerated idea of 
w hat the W estern traveler may 
expect to encounter at this season 
of the year. 
But, unpleasant as 
is tile exjterience of being thus 
buried on the boundless waste, and 
waiting IO 
to 12 hours 
to he 
dug, hauled or plowed out, it is not 
to be compared with the frightful 
erils encounted by mule 
arid 
wagon trains 
overtaken by the 
blizzard while far from 
shelter. 
Only last week a party of army 
officers journying from Ft. Yates 
to Bismarck, Dak., were 72 hours 
in a blizzard in coming from Fe. 
Lincoln, a distance of over 60 
miles, or oyer an hour to the mile. 
Their vehicle was an am bulance 
and tv as drawn by four mules. 
W hen the blizzard was at its 
height they were obliged to shovel 
and 
plunge 
their was through 
snow drifts from six to ten feet 
deep, and the continual use of the 
whip 
and 
goading 
stick 
was 
necessary to keep the exhausted 
animals on the walk. 
The officers 
state th at at times the blizzard hid 
the mules from view, and that hut 
for the instinct of the animals they 
would have been lost and frozen to 
death. 
A t one time they passed an 
Indian 
camp, 
hut the savages 
would not give them shelter, as 
their superstition tau g h t th a t this 
would be fatal to them. H ie party 
arrived at F o rt Lincoln without a 
covering to their ambulance, this 
protection 
having 
been 
blown 
away by the first nig h t’s wind, and 
within 30 m inutes after their a r­ 
rival one of the mules dropped 
dead. 
It was a fight for life for 72 
hours, and they describe the trip 
as an experience compared with 
which a m arch against an oppos­ 
ing army would be pleasant pas­ 
time,” 
The lumbermen would be only 
too glad if the swamps were frozen, 
as the fact is th a t their not being 
frozen solid has been their only in ­ 
convenience so far this season, and 
instead of cold w eather driving 
them out of the woods it sent 
thousands of men into the pineries.

W ashington Letter. 


W a s h i n g t o n , D. C., Dec, 8. 
W hile you of the west have been 
visited by cold waves and storms 
during much of your fall, and have 
long since 
donned m ittens and 
mufflers—and sealskins if you are 
so fortunate— we, in this sunny 
capital city, have enjoyed a linger­ 
ing autum n of more than usual 
mildness. 
Less than two weeks 
ago I parted with my last, tender­ 
ly-cherished rosebud, and within a 
few days, 
late chrysanthem um s 
adorned my room with their cheer­ 
ful blooms of white and gold. 
But 
we find ourselves not wholly for­ 
gotten by icy winter. 
A snow 
storm like unto those of your great 
west,—though our weather maps 
declare that tliisone came from the 
coast—descended upon us aud a r­ 
rived just in time to welcome our 
returned congressmen. 
N everthe­ 
less, it did not prevent the great 
wheels of state from rolling on, but 
it lessened the crowds which an n u ­ 
ally gather to witness the grand 
performance. 
However, before the 
stroke of twelve announced the 
ail-im portant hour, m any d a u n t­ 
less ladies were seated in the com ­ 
fortably filled galleries; looking 
with as much eager interest as 
their all-wise hretheren upon the 
scenes enacted in the halls below. 
Social greetings and jests are heart­ 
ily exchanged by the congressmen, 
and one is reminded of the reas­ 
sembling of a large school after a 
long vacation—for “ men are only 
boys grown tall.” 
Many of the 
members 
found 
beautiful floral 
tributes upon their desks, some of 
the pieces being v.qrecially costly 
and elegant. 
Iii both 
houses, conveniently 
long recesses were taken during 
tile afternoon before the members 
were called upon to hear, heed and 
digest the 
President’s message. 
But at this period, finding myself 
of so little consequence in the halls 
of congress, I quietly withdrew 
w ithout so much as being missed. 
On the 6th instant was held the 
convention o! delegates from all the 
states and territories in the Union 
to consult in regard to a perm an­ 
ent exhibition which shall com ­ 
memorate the adoption of the Con­ 
stitution and 
the discovery 
of 
America by Columbus. 
As first vice-president of the or­ 
ganization 
formed, I 
notice the 
name of A. A. 
Ames, mayor of 
Minneapolis’. 
The ground propos­ 
ed for the erection of the necessary 
buildings lies adjoining 
to the 
W ashington Monument, a fitting 
guardian for the intended display 
of the nation's interest. 
The idea of un exposition iii 
W ashington 
is 
doubtless 
very 
agreeable to the thrifty household­ 
er who recalls the stories of the 
fabulous wealth acquired in the 
sister city of Philadelphia by store* 
who “ accommodated 
visitors” at 
the time of her world wide popn- 
laritr. 
Even now she begins to calculate 
the num ber of guests, at the mod­ 
erate rate of four dollars a day, 
th a t she eau stow away by the ju ­ 
dicious and economic use of stair­ 
ways, halls, closets, etc. 
Our city has of late received se­ 
vere visitations from fire. 
A few 
nights ago, one of fiuest buildings, 
occupied by a theater, business 
college, stores, etc., succumbed to 
the touch of the fell destroyer. 
Fotunately the evening’s p er­ 
formance in the theater was over, 
but several occupants of the build­ 
ing barely escaped with their lives. 
In the morning, the sn ow covered, 
icicle draped ruins drew hundreds 
of spectators eager to behold the 
weird and ghastly scene. 
A t last 
the genial sunshine, assisted by a 
large force of men with shovels 
and c a rts js fast removing all tra c ­ 
es of our congressional snow storm 
and doubtless it will be a weary 
while before the anxious young­ 
ster can have the blessed oppor­ 
tunity of again using his fine new 
sled,

Various estimates of the cost of 
raising a bushel of wheat in 
the 
W alla W alla valley, W ashington 
Territory, have been made in the 
past two years. 
The estimates 
range from twenty-five to forty 
cents per bushel, depending great­ 
ly upon the average yield. 
Where 
there has been an average yield 
of fifty bushels to the acre, as was 
the ease on the big Blalock farm 
four years ago, the actual cost, ex­ 
clusive of interest on the invest­ 
ment was twenty-five cents per 
bushel. 
Others, whose yelds aver­ 
age 30 bushels, put 
the cost at 35 
cents, while others, whose acres 
only average 20 to 25 bushels each, 
state the cost at a higher figure. 
J. Q. Adams, of Chicago, raised 
60,000 bus. on his Dakota farms 
this year, which lie said cost him 
33|c per bus., counting interest on 
the money invested in his plant, 
his own services and the pay of 
help. 
In this calculation he leaves 
out of the question 600 acres sown 
to oats, which w ould be “ clear pro­ 
fit.”

The first biennial report of the board of 
railroad and w arehouse com m ission ers to 
legislatu re of the State of M innesota, os to the 
am endm ent* and revision of the railroad and 
w arehouse law s was issued yesterday.

It is proposed to change these law s as fol­ 
lows:

Inspected on arrival at these point* before de­ 
livered to tho consignee. 
Gram iii bins m ust be 
inspected when it goes out. 
A registrar of ware- 
houses shall be employed. 
Btate weighmaster* 
shall lie appointed. 
Penalties are provided for 
violations of all these provisions. 
Iii retrald to cou n try w arehouses a bill is 
provided w ith the fo llo w in g points: 
That all elevators and grain warehouses in 
this state, other than tho*? in St. Paul, Minne­ 
apolis and Duluth, shall be under the super­ 
vision of the railroad and warehouse com m is­ 
sion. 
No such elevator or grain house shall be 
perm itted to do a graiu business for other* for a 
compensation without a license from the rail­ 
road and w arehouse commission. 
In all of th ese proposed bills elaborate ar- 
ran gem en ts are m ade for reports to the co m ­ 
m ission by railroad com panies, from all 
w arehouses nnd pub lication o f the sam e. 
I he com m ission ’s report con clu d es w ith this: 
The com mission have an act drawn providing 
for grain warehouses being placed upon the side­ 
tracks of railways, which is uot subm itted here­ 
with, as it 1* deemed best to hold it until the 
suit now pending against the Chicago, Milwau­ 
kee & St. Paul Railway company is decided, 
which case was argued rivfore the supreme court 
on Dec. 9, ISSC, a* it may be advisable to make 
some chang**. 
Such bill, with a special reixut 
thereon, will be subm itted a* soon as practicable 
after the hearing of the case refereed to.

Th© D esert Land Act. 
T he plains, valleys a n d plateaux in 
the far interior of the continent, lying 
on b o th sides of th e Rocky M ountain 
ranges, an d between them an d the 
Sierras arg for the m o st p a rt to o dry 
for farming w ith o u t artificial means 
of wetting the ground. 
There is not 
enough rainfall to supply sufficient 
m oisture for crops to m ature. 
This 
is the case with much of Colorado, 
New Mexico, Arizona, U tah, W yom ­ 
ing an d Nevada, m o st of M o n tan a 
an d Idaho, an d considerable areas of 
Oregon an d W ashington. 
Some por­ 
tions of this v ast region are covered 
witli bunch-grass or buffalo.grass and 
o thers su p p o rt no better vegetation 
th a n the vile smelling sage-brush, or 
its cousin, the grease-wood or, still 
worse, the ugly p ad s of the prickly- 
pear cactus. 
The soil is good enough; 
indeed, it is for the m ost p a r t quite 
rich where n o t to o strongly impreg­ 
nated with alkali, b u t n a tu re is chary 
of her rainfall, and refuses to send the 
life-giving showers in the season when 
the farm er w ants them to m ake his 
grain grow. 
The only way to farm in 
such regions is by irrigation, and to 
encourage settlers to redeem the ster­ 
ile land by digging ditches an I bring­ 
ing w ater upon it, congress passed, 
n o t m any years ago, w hat is known 
as the “ Desert L an d Act.” 
The claim ant under the Desert Act 
m u st file his affidavit and those o ttw o 
witnesses, declaring t h a t the tra c t he 
describes is in fact, desert land, inca­ 
pable of cultivation w ithout irriga­ 
tion. 
He m ust also p ay in advance 
twenty-five cents per acre. At the end 
of three years he “ proves up,” 
To do 
this, fie m akes affidavit, with tw o w it­ 
nesses, th a t lie has brought w ater upon 
th elan d , in accordance to thelavr, pays 
one dollar per acre, an d gets a patent. 
lf he h as watered only a portion of 
tlie mile square tract, he can prove 
up on the forty-acre tra c ts that }>e 
h as actually reclaimed, p ay for th em 
only, an d get his title. 
If a portion 
of the tra c t is bluff land, inaccessible 
to ditches, the government throw it 
in with the rest. 
Farm ing by irrigation is only prac­ 
ticable in m ountain countries, in little 
strips of valleys, or on plains tra v ­ 
ersed by rivers which can be diverted 
from their courses so as to yield a p e r ­ 
tion of their w aters for the hem-lit of 
the neighboring fields. 
It is a labor­ 
ious m ethod of agriculture, and is a j 
old as civilization in tlie valley of t :.q 
Nile. 
Tfie M ormons were the hr*t to 
practice it in this country. 
There are great advantages in this 
m ethod of farming. The farm er sup­ 
plies his fields with just as much moist 
ure as is needed to bring his crops 
along in tile best condition. 
He c 
s 
a b o u t twice as much grain to the acre 
as is raised in regions where depend­ 
ence is placed on the rain. 
T hus he 
is much more th a n repaid for t b e l a ­ 
bor of irrigation, besides being freed 
from all risk of losing his crop. 
I-ret us see how an irrigated W h ea t­ 
field is managed. 
T h e m a in d itc h th a c 
supplies it with w ater m ay be m any 
miles long, and jointly owned by .st v- 
eral farmers; or it m ay l>e th e proper­ 
ty of a corporation, which sells the 
w ater to the fanners, as is done ex­ 
tensively in California and Colorado; 
or it m a y come out of a stream near 
by, and be owned solelvby a single 
fanner. 
ddie land cultivated m ust hav a 
gradual slope. 
T he w ater is conduct­ 
ed in a large ditch along the upper 
side of the field, an d from thi:-s m a l l ­ 
er d itc h e s are scooped o u t with a 
plough across th e field a t intervals 
o fa few yards. These are usually rn., de 
after tlie crop is put in. 
When the 
farm er finds tile soil getting dry an I 
the grain looking th irsty , he goes over 
th e field with a floe and -pade, dan;

But those who have a strong tem per­ 
am en tal bias to w ard a calling are a p t 
to em brace it w ithout regard to its 
probable or possible rewards. 
The 
fact m u st be th a t, if a passion for lit­ 
era tu re is felt by one member of a 
family, it is n o t likely to affect any 
o ther member. 
The writing habit m ay 
be so u n n a tu ra l to h u m an ity a t large 
t h a t the con tractio n of it is entirely 
exceptional. 
Gifted a u th o rs write, 
they are prone to say, because they 
cannot help it. 
Perhaps, then, litera­ 
ture is a com pulsory trade, independ­ 
ent of the will as it is of the recom ­ 
pense. 
There are certainly very few, 
if any, visible inducements to em brace 
it. 
Cursory consideration of American 
au th o rs, says the Chicago Times, will 
su stain this position. 
Ralph W aldo 
Em erson had one son, besides tw o 
daughters, and 
he is a physician, 
though n o t eminent, and w ithout any 
leaning to letters beyond w hat a m an 
of cult m e w ould necessarily have. 
It 
is said th a t he has no sy m p a th y with 
the poetic philosophy and intellectual 
ideas of his father, and has often co n ­ 
fessed his inability to understand his 
works. 
His mind isof a different cast; 
his tendencies are in an o th er direction. 
Ile is devoted to his fath er’s memory, 
bu t n o t to his m ethod Of tran scen d ­ 
ental thinking. 
Richard H enry Dana, one of ou r 
earliest poets and essayists, who lived 
to be p as t ninety, left a son, albeit a 
lawyer, wrote one book, “Two Years 
Before the M ast,” th a t has grown fa­ 
m ous as an actu al record of a sailor's 
experiences. 
It is still widely read, 
though it is m ore th a n half a century 
since, on account of an ocular d iso r­ 
der, he m ade the voyage described 
from B oston to California, a region 
alm o st unknow n in 1*34. 
He, too, 
is dead now; b u t the name, Richard 
H enry D ana, continues, being borne 
by his son, also a lawyer, who m a r­ 
ried one of Longfellow's daughters, 
an d by his grandson, a product of 
th a t marriage. 
George Bancroft, the venerable his­ 
to ria n , is generally regarded as childe 
less, b u t he has tw o daughters an d a 
son, who is a d eco rato r and an artistic 
house-furnisher in Boston, with much 
local rep u ta tio n 
in his 
specialty, 
though he h as not, and never had, th6 
slightest leaning to authorship. 
Jo h n L a th ro p Motley is said to 
have been very anxious for a son who 
should be renowned in letters, but las 
wish was never gratified. 
His daugh­ 
ters are m ore intere-ted in society 
th a n in books, though they are highly 
cultivated and accomplished. 
Oliver Wendell Holmes, lately re­ 
turned 
from 
his 
greatly-honored 
journey ab ro ad , will have no succes­ 
so r to his authorieal renown. 
His 
son, nam ed after him, is a conspicu­ 
ous barrister, an d a t present on the 
bench in Boston, 
lie went to the war 
a t the head of a com pany in a Mas­ 
sachusetts regiment, and his father 
wrote a very entertaining article in 
the Atlantic. “ My Search after the 
C aptain.” 
It gave, as I remember, 
an account of how* he had gone to the 
front to look after his boy, who had 
been reported seriously if n o t m o rta l­ 
ly wounded, 
an d en:ountered him 
sound and well, with the greeting, 
“ How are you d a d ?” 
Ja m e s 
Russell 
Lowell, 
who 
is 
thought to have been largely in stru ­ 
m ental in preparing th e British mind 
to receive his b u n d Holmes with cor­ 
dial, generous hospitality, had a son 
years ago, b u t he died. I believe in 
Italy, when little m ore th a n an infant. 
His only other child, a d au g h ter,is the 
wife of young B urnett, son of the pro ­ 
prietor of B u rn ett’s Coconino. 
The 
form er owns the celebrated Deerfoot 
farm in M assachusetts, and is reputed 
to be a very pleasant, interesting, 
high-minded fellow. 
It m ay 
seem 
som ew hat incongruous a t first th a t 
the daughter of I^owell, who is as dis­ 
tinguished in lineage as any citizen of 
the republic, should wed a m an known 
m ainly in connection with a hair re­ 
storative.

R IJZ Z A R D S IN T H E NORTHWEST. 
‘*0n tlie last of November and 
the first of the current month, a 
terrible “ Manitoba wave,” from 
1,000 to 1,500 miles in breadth, 
swept acroKs Dakota, 
Minnesota 
and Michigan, down the Missis­ 
sippi river as far as the Ohio, and 
then whisked off toward the mid­ 
dle Atlantic seaboard. 
At Garry 
and 
Bismark 
the thermometer 
dropped suddenly to 17 degrees be­ 
low zero. 
At Brainerd, Minn., it 
fell to 28 degrees below-, freeziug 
up the swamps and driving out the 
lumbermen. 
A boiling 
tempest 
raged on the great lakes, and snow 
blizzards blockaded travel in the 
Northwestern States. 
Our picture 
of a Northern Pacific train snowed 
in on the Dakota prairies gives a 
striking but unexaggeratcd idea of 
what the Western trayeler may 
expect to encounter at this season 
of the year. 
But, unpleasant as 
is the experience of being thus 
buried on rhe boundless waste, and 
waiting 10 
to 12 hours 
to be 
dug, hauled or plowed out, it is not 
to be compared with the frightful 
erils encounted by mule 
and 
wagon trains overtaken by the 
blizzard while far from shelter. 
Only last week a party of army 
officers journying from Ft. Yates 
to Bismarck, Dak., were 72 hours 
ilia blizzard in comiug from Ft. 
Lincoln, a distance of over 60 
miles, or oyer an hour to the mile. 
Their vehicle was an ambulance 
and was drawn by four mules. 
When the blizzard was at its 
height they were obliged to shovel 
and plunge their was through 
snow drifts from six to ten feet 
deep, and the continual use of the 
whip 
and 
goading stick 
was 
necessary to keep the exhausted 
animals on the walk. 
The officers 
state that at times the blizzard hid 
the mules from view, and that but 
for the instinct oltheanimals they 
would have been lost and frozen to 
death. 
At one time they passed an 
Indian 
camp, but the savages 
would not give them shelter, as 
their superstition taught that this 
would be fatal to them. I he party 
arrived at Fort Lincoln without a 
covering to their ambulance, this 
protection 
having 
been blown 
away by the first night's wind, and 
within 30 minutes after their ar­ 
rival one of the mules dropped 
dead. 
It was a fight for life for 72 
hours, and they describe the trip 
as an experieuce compared with 
which a march against an oppos­ 
ing army would be pleasant pas­ 
time,” 
The lumbermen would lie only 
too glad if the swamps were frozen, 
as the fact is that their not being 
frozen solid has been their only in­ 
convenience so far this season, and 
instead of cold weather driving 
them out of the woods it sent 
thousands of men into the pineries. 
The balance of the article is as un­ 
truthful as that one particular fact.

W a s h in g to n Letter. 


W a sh in g t o n , I). C., Dec, 8. 
While you of the west have been 
visited by eold wayes and storms 
during much ot your fall, and have 
long since 
donned mittens and 
mufflers—and sealskins if you are 
so fortunate—we, in this sunny 
capital city, have enjoyed a linger­ 
ing autumn of more than usual 
mildness. 
Less than two weeks 
ago I parted with my last, tender­ 
ly-cherished rosebud, and within a 
few days, 
late chrysanthemums 
adorned my room with their cheer­ 
ful blooms of white and gold. 
But 
we find ourselves not wholly for­ 
gotten by icy winter. 
A snow 
storm like unto those of your great 
west,—though our weather maps 
declare that this one cams from the 
coast—descended upon us aud ar­ 
rived just in time to welcome our 
returned congressmen. 
Neverthe­ 
less, it did not prevent the great 
wheels of state from rolling on, but 
it lessened the crowds which annu­ 
ally gather to witness the grand 
performance. 
However, before the 
stroke of twelve announced the 
all-important hour, many daunt­ 
less ladies were seated in the com­ 
fortably filled galleries; looking 
with as much eager interest as 
their all-wise bretheren upon the 
scenes enacted in the halls below. 
Social greetings and jests are heart­ 
ily exchanged by the congressmen, 
and one is reminded of the reas­ 
sembling of a large school after a 
long vacation—for “ men are only 
boys grown tall.” 
Many of the 
members found 
beautiful floral 
tributes upon their desks, some of 
the pieces being especially costly 
and elegant. 
In both 
houses, conveniently 
long recesses were taken during 
the afternoon before the members 
were called upon to hear, heed and 
digest the 
President's message. 
But at this period, finding myself 
of so little consequence in the halls 
of congress, I quietly withdrew 
without so much as beiug misted. 
On the 6th instant was held the 
convention ol delegates from all the 
states and territories in the Union 
to consult in regard to a perman­ 
ent exhibition which shall com­ 
memorate the adoption of the Con­ 
stitution and 
the discovery 
of 
America by Columbus. 
As first vice-president of the or­ 
ganization formed, I uotice the 
name of A. A. Ames, mayor of 
Minneapolis. 
The ground propos­ 
ed for the erection of the necessary 
buildings lies adjoining to the 
Washington Monument, a fitting 
guardian for the intended display 
of the nation's interest. 
The idea of an exposition in 
Washington 
is 
doubtless 
very 
agreeable to the thrifty household­ 
er who recalls the stories of the 
fabulous wealth acquired in the 
sister city of Philadelphia by store* 
who “accommodated visitors” at 
the time of her world wide popn- 
laritr. 
Even now she begins to calculate 
the number of guests, at the mod­ 
erate rate of four dollars a day, 
that she can stow away by the ju­ 
dicious and economic use of stair­ 
ways, halls, closets, etc. 
Our city has of late received se­ 
vere visitations from fire. 
A few 
nights ago, one of fiuest buildings, 
occupied by a theater, business 
college, stores, etc., succumbed to 
the touch of the fell destroyer.

Where

of fifty bushels to the acre, as was 
the case on the big Blalock farm 
four years ago, the actual cost, ex­ 
clusive of interest on the invest­ 
ment was twenty-five cents per 
bushel. 
Others, whose yelds aver­ 
age 30 bushels, put the cost at 35 
cents, while others, whose acres 
only average 20 to 25 bushels each, 
state the cost at a higher figure.

hither for .$25. 


The present copper coinage of the 
United States am ounts to .S.5,()00,00t). 
For three years past no cents have 
been coined, owing to tho over-supply, 
but lately the mints have resumed, 
owing to an increase demand. This is 
ac'counted for by the fact th at many 
retail dealers mark goDds down to 
fractional prices, nec<issitating the use 
of cents for making 
change. 
This 
strongly 
illustrates the importance 
attained In the aggregate by trails* 
actions insignificant in Ihemselve.s. 


Among the m atters mentioned as 
particularly demanding l!io attention 
of the jiresent congress is, Inter-State 
commerce, the coast defenses, the cre­ 
ation of a navy, the silver question, 
m ethods for expediting the business 
of the United States supreme court, 
m ethods ot counting the electoral 
votes, the bills adm itting D akota and 
W ashington Territories, che fisheries 
troubles, and the question of extradi­ 
tion. 
But whether any of these will 
find action is a m atter of doubt. 


T ilegro.ss earnings of tweniy-six lines 
of railway for the third .veek in Nov­ 
ember show a small decrease when com­ 
pared with the corresponding 
week 
last year, but the reduction is mainly 
in the Northwest, .where transj>orta- 
tion was impeded by severe weather, 
which is an unusual occurrencesocarly 
in the season. 
Tor the second week 
eixty-si’x roads made a gain of about 
eight per cent, which is a satisfactory 
result, considering that tim November 
earnings last year were on a liberoJ 
Beale. 


Dr. Crosby and other philanthro­ 
pists in New York have organized a 
company to establish cotlee-houses in 
the metropolis with a view of displac­ 
ing 
liqnor-saloons. 
The 
company 
starts oil with a capital of $ 150,000, 
to be increased to $250,000 as tho 
interprise is extended. Clean and in­ 
viting coffee-houses are to be estab­ 
lished in several promiu<;nt sections 
of the city, plain and. palatable food 
to be disj.ensed ut minimum rate.s,and 
desirable room and sitting convenien­ 
ces afforded for all. Tins enterprise has 
been quite successful in cities abroad. 


All the congressional business of the 
present session m ust be done in the 
abort space of three months; and even 
this tim e is shortened by the habit of 
congress to take a vacation of a w’eek 
or ten days during tho holidays. 
For­ 
tunately, the com m ittees .are all form­ 
ed, and the work to be done is fairly 
laid out. 
Bills have been reported at 
the prev'ious .session, ami are “on the 
calendal” for instant action whenever 
those who have measures in charge 
can persuade tho House to take them 
up. The old members arc prophecy- 
ing a dull session, and that little will 
be done beyond the passage of the reg­ 
ular appropriation bdls.

In I TOO there was less than 
a thousand, and in 1*^10, slioi tly be­ 
fore the sw om l war with I'.nehiml, less 
than 10,000 men guarde<i the whole 
United States. Ten year.slater 12,000 
were sufficient for all our needs, ami 
in 1848 at the close of the Mexican 
war, we had less than 50,000 soldiers, 
and only a hundred or so more offi­ 
cers than we have now. 
In I HG I the 
army jumped quickly from 12,000 to 
186,000 men. It increased right along 
up to 1805, when it reaehed the en­ 
orm ous figures above stated.

The plains, valleys and plateaux in 
the far interior of the corttinent, lying 
on both sides of the Rocky Mountain 
ranges, and between them and the 
Sierras ar© for the moat part too dry 
for farmin*g without artificial means 
of wetting the ground. 
There is not 
enough rainfall to supply sufficient 
moisture for crops to mature. This 
is the case with much of Colorado, 
New Mexico, Arizona, Utah, Wyom­ 
ing and Nevada, m ost of Montana 
and Idaho, and considerable areas of 
Orison and Washington. 
Some por­ 
tions of this vast region are covered 
with bunch-grass or buffalo.gras.? ami 
others support no better vegetation 
than the vile smelling sage-brush, or 
its cousin, the grease-wood or, still 
worse, the ugly pads of the prickly- 
pear cactus. The soil is good enough; 
mdeeil, it is for the m ost part quite 
rich where not too strongly impreg­ 
nated with alkali, but nature is chary 
of her rainfall, and refuses to send the 
life-giving showers in the season when 
the farmer wants them to make hi^ 
grain grow. The only way to farm in 
such regions IS by irrigation, and to 
encourage settler.? to redeem the .ster­ 
ile lan*l by digging ditche.s a n i bring­ 
ing water ujion it, congre.ss p;i.sse*j, 
not many year.s ago, what is known 
as the “Desert Land Act.” 
The claimant under the Desert .Act 
must file his affidavit andtho.se of two 
witnesses, declaring that the tract he 
dt?-;cribes is in fact desert land, inca­ 
pable ot cultivation without irriga­ 
tion. 
He must al.so pay in advance 
twenty-live Cents |>*/r acre. At tile en*] 
of til rec years he “proves up,” To *lo 
this, he makes atfi*lavit, with two wit­ 
nesses, tliat he lias Ixrought water upon 
theland, in accordanceto thehiw, pay?

Of liter­ 
ary genius It seems particularly true, 
since auth ors of note very rarely have 
sons who distinguish themselvfes in the 
field of letters, or ever pursue letters 
in any form. The prospect of com­ 
pensation is so small th a t, in this age 
of luxury, with thegreat need of money, 
young men have reason to be deterred 
from embracing the inky profession. 
But those who have a strong temper­ 
am ental bias tow ard a calling are a p t 
to embrace it without regard to its 
probable or possible rewards. 
The 
fact m ust be th a t, if a passion for lit­ 
erature is felt by one member of a 
family, it is not likely to affect any 
other member. The writing habit m ay 
be so unnatural to hum anity a t large 
th a t the contraction of it is entirely 
exceptional. 
Gifted autho rs write, 
they are prone to say, because they 
cannot help it. 
Perhaps, then, litera­ 
ture is a compulsory trade, independ­ 
ent of the will as it is of the recom­ 
pense. There are certainly very few, 
if any, visible inducements to embrace 
it. 
Cursory consideration of American 
authors, says the Chicago Times, will 
sustain this position. 
Ralph Waldo 
Emerson had one son, besides two 
daughters, and he is a physician, 
though not eminent, and without any 
leaning to letters beyond what a marl 
of cult m e would necessarily have. 
It 
is said th a t he has no sym pathy with 
the poetic philosophy and intellectual 
ideas of his father, and has often con­ 
fessed his inability to understand his 
works. 
His mind isof a different cast, 
his tendencies are in another direction. 
He is devoted to his father’s memory, 
but not to his method Of transcend­ 
ental thinking. 
Richard Henry Dana, one of our 
earliest poets and essayists, who lived 
to be past ninety, left a son, albeit a 
lawyer, wrote one book, “Two Years 
Before the M ast,” th a t has grown fa­ 
mous as an actual record of a sailor’s 
expeiiencts. 
It is still widely read, 
though it is more than half a century 
since, on account of an ocular disor­ 
der, he made the voyage described 
from Boston to California, a region 
alm ost unknown in 1834. 
He, too, 
is dead now; but the name, Richard 
Henry Dana, continues, being borne 
by his son, also a lawyer, who m a r­ 
ried one of Longfellow’s daughters, 
and by his grandson, a product of 
th a t marriage, 
George Bancroft, the venerable his­ 
torian, is generally regarded as child­ 
less, but he has two daughters and a 
son, who is a decorator and an artistic 
house-furnisher in Boston, with mqch 
local reputation 
in his 
specialty, 
though he has not, and never had, tnei 
slightest leaning to authorship. 
John L a th ro p Motley is said to 
have been very anxious for a son who 
should be renowned in letters, but hjs 
wish was never gratified. 
His daqgh- 
ters are more interested in social y 
than in books, though they are highly 
cnltivated and accomplished. 
Oliver Wendell Holmes, lately re­ 
turned 
from 
his 
greatly-honored 
journey abroad, will have no succes­ 
sor to his authorical renown. 
His 
son, named after him, is a conipicu- 
ous barrister, and a t present on the 
bench in Boston. 
He went to the war 
a t the head of a company in a Mas­ 
sachusetts regiment, and his father 
wrote a very entertaining article in 
the Atlantic. “ My Search after the 
Captain.” 
It gave, as I remember, 
an account of how he had gone to the 
front to look after his boy, who had 
been rep>orte<l seriously if not m o rtal­ 
ly wounded, 
and encountered him 
sound and well, with the greeting, 
“ How are you dad?” 
Jam es 
Russell 
Lowell, 
who 
is 
thought to have been largely instru­ 
mental in preparing the British mind 
to receive his Iritnd Holmes with cor- 
, dial, generous hospitality, had a son 
I years ago, b u t he died, I believe in 
Italy, w hen little more than an infant. 
His only other child, a daughter,is the 
wife of young Burnett, son of the pro­ 
prietor of B urnett’s cocoaine. The 
former owns the celebrated Deer foot 
farm in Massachusetts, and is reputed 
to be a very pleasant, interesting, 
high-minded fellow. 
It may 
seem 
somewhat incongruous a t first th a t 
the daughter of Lowell, who is as dis­ 
tinguished in lineage as any citizen of 
the republic, should wed a man known 
mainly in connection with a hair re­ 
storative. 
But tin* is only a seeming, 
and is beside a narrow, snobbish view 
to hold in an enlighten* <i democracy 
like ours. 
Edward R. Whipple had a son in 
whom he took great 
pride and of 
whom he had ardent hoj>es while the 
boy was small. 
But before arriving 
a t his 
m ajority the youth became 
dissipated and soon sank into a con­ 
dition of a sot, from which all the 
efforts of his father could not reclaim 
him.

General Burnside went West with the 
Ninth Army Corps, as chief of artillery, 
we had a terrible time a t Knoxville. 
When Longstrcet’s corps triedto cap­ 
ture F o rt Sanders we were put to the 
utm o st test of our resources to drive 
them off. 
During th a t tight Benjamin 
did one of the pluckiest and most gal­ 
lant tilings on record. 
In F o rt Sand­ 
ers there was a lot of shells for the 
use of m ortars. 
How they came 
| to 
be there I do not know, but 
there 
they w’ere. 
Foreseeing 
the 
assault, 
Benjamin 
had 
piled 
■ them a t the point against which the 
a tta c k would probably be directed, 
j He had been ill—in fact, tiad not re­ 
covered from a severe bullet wound in 
his neck, which barely missed the jug­ 
ular, received in July, 1863. 
When 
the atta c k on F ort Sanders began 
| Benjamin, with two men from his old 
battery, took his position by a pile of 
these shells. As Longstreet’s veterans 
charged right up the foot of the p a ra ­ 
pet, Benjamin, who was smoking a 
cigar, had one shell alter another 
placed so it would roll dow n the p a ra ­ 
pet right among Longstreet’s men. 
As they came nearer and nearer, until 
they were within half-pistol shot, he 
calmly touched the fuse with his light­ 
ed cigar, the two men gave the shell a 
roll,as though it was a ten-pin ball, and 
away it went, right into the mass of 
Longstreet’s columns! At first they did 
not seem to notice what he was doing, 
bu t 
as 
he 
continued 
to 
light 
these shells and roll them down they 
dropped on to the thing, and I suppose 
a hundred shots were fired a t him. 
Why he was not riddled, a t th a t dis­ 
tance, I never could see. 
He had one 
of the narrow est escapes on record. 
He told me afterward th a t he really 
expected every moment would end 
him, but he stayed until tlie last shell 
was rolled down.” 
“ Did they do much 
damage?” 
I inquired. 
“ As to that, 
I scarcely know’. 
They came as near 
stampeding Longstreet’s men as any­ 
thing could come to disturb th a t 
tough old fighter’s die-hards, for better 
and steadier troops I never struck. 
The men in the immediate vicinity of 
the shells laid down, and, as they 
could see them coming, they avoided 
them pretty successfully. 
But the 
main incident was Benjamin’s cool, 
calm courage. 
I tell you the men did 
cheer him, when they took in w hat he 
was doing, and became aware th a t he 
had disobeyed the orders of the sur­ 
geon, and all to take a hand in the 
fight. 
The moral effect of his conduct 
was the main thing, and it was a cir­ 
cumstance th a t none ot those who 
taw it will ever forget.”
